A Wisconsin swine breeder, in 
endeavor to get his pigs in market 
condition as early as possible in the 
fail, had several sows farrow in Feb­ 
ruary. 
The sows and 
young 
ones 
were confined in small breeding pens 
in a large barn which was kept warm 
by steam heat. 
The little pigs grew lustily, but the 
breeder began feeding them corn meal 
before they were weaned 
This fat­ 
tening food, in conection 
with the 
lack of exercise, not only disabled the 
sows but brought 
the 
youngsters 
down with the thumps. 
The litter was 
almost a total loss. 
This loss might easily have been 
prevented. 
Had the little pigs been 
provided with a large, roomy pen and 
forced to take exercise, and had they 
been fed on nitrogenous foods rather 
than corn, they would have 
entered 
the spring pasture in fair condition 
for Bummer gains, not as good, per­ 
haps, as the later farrowed litters, but 
good enough to justify the extra trou­ 
ble entailed in raising them. 
If a swine breeder cannot provide 
early litters with warm accommoda­ 
tions and an 
exercising 
place 
it 
would be cheaper in the end to kill 
them as soon as born.

a seedsman, certainly 
puts matters 
in their true light:

M. Jordan, County Agent Unit­ 
ed States Department of Agriculture, 
Sedalia, Mo. Dear Sir: 
In reply to 
jo u r letter of Feb. 17, 
you probably 
know' the precise 
situation 
of 
the 
freed business in this country. 
For­ 
eign 
countries, 
because 
of 
their 
i trict control of seeds, will not buy 
low grade seeds from 
this country. 
Consequently exporters of seeds hero 
must export the very hest quality of 
seeds, 
and 
that 
quality 
usually 
brings a better price in the foreign 
markets than our farmers are willing 
to pay for high grade seeds. 
That 
leaves the second grade and the low- 
«r grades for our home m arkets. I 
will not ship out under any circum­ 
stances any low grade of stuff, and if 
the farmers will not 
pay 
what the 
high grade seed 
is 
worth, then I 
simply can not 
do 
business 
with 
them. I know that ten bushels of low 
grade stuff is sold where one bushel 
of the high grade is sold, and there 
is three times the profit in low grad© 
seed that there is in the high grade.” 
The reason for our good seed going 
to places where there is rigid seed in- 
spection is for the great 
benefit 
of 
those places. 
Foreign countries and 
cur own states that have good seed 
laws are not only getting our 
best 
seeds, but are sending tis their low 
quality stuff because we have no law 
to prevent it.

are propagated in the soil.

that if the chickens are fed on the 
same ground all through the season 
they are morG liable to be troubled by 
the gapes than if they are fed on dry j 
floors.

He distilled mistake's that 
are commonly made and the absolute 
necessity of

stock if the best results are desired,

deal cf useful inormaticn. 
Miss Elizabeth Wales, secretary of

that the military authorities might 
take action to clear his reputation if 
they thought 
fit. 
Dr. Funder, the 
chief editor of the Reichspost, has 
brought the libel suit, the Ze?.t hav­ 
ing called him a “swindler” for pub­ 
lishing W agner’s messages. 
The Zeit 
charged that these messages were 
largely concocted in the editorial of­ 
fice of the Reichspost by Austrian 
staff officers. 
The Reichspost insists 
t Bat they wer? genuine, although it is 
understood the editor is prepared to 
admit that they came in such con­ 
densed form that the aid of military 
experts 
was 
required 
to 
decipher 
them intelligently. 
Some delay before the trial of the 
case is likely, as the editor of the 
Zeit .has asked for a month in which 
to collect evidence and prepare his 
defense.

The British scholastic world is stir­ 
red to its depths by an agitation over 
the affairs of the University of Bris­ 
tol, which arises from the enterpris­ 
ing action of the members ''f the 
university council in complimenting 
themselves by the bestowal of hon­ 
orary scholastic degrees upon them ­ 
selves. 
The council thought it befitting to 
celebrate a recent anniversary by the 
distribution of honors to numerous 
eminent men. 
This 
proposal 
met 
with the approval of the university, 
I,Ord Robert s. sundry 
bishops 
and 
other celebrities were invited to the 
university to receive their diplomas, 
and the occasion was made a red- 
letter day in the annals of the quiet 
provincial city. 
Some sixty degrees 
altogether were conferred, and there 
was great enthusiasm over the ap­ 
pearance of England’s foremost sol­ 
dier, but the enthusiasm failed to 
I maintain itself at fever heat when it 
I developed that about half of the hon- 
I ors were being distributed to mein- 
I hers of the body which was besnow ing 
them in the name of the university. 
Most of the-o gentlemen were pros­ 
perous merchants and manufacturers. 
hut the majority were tainted with 
the suspicion of lacking such schol­ 
astic attainm ents as 
would 
qualify 
them to write Master of Arts or Doc­ 
tor of Laws after their names. Hith­ 
erto all British universities have been 
very conservative in granting honor­ 
ary degrees. 
The possession of such 
a distinction was a reward for real 
work, scholarly, professional or scien­ 
tific. 
There are only seven universities 
in England. 
Oxford and Cambridge. 
of course, stand alone. The other five 
are com paratively new creations, in 


a callant defense, 
it jg jn effect that 
the university is a local institution 
and should associate itself closely 
with the life of the city, an d that the 
honors were given to men who had 
worked for the welfare of the com­ 
munity. 
The matter has not been allowed to 
rest, however, and there is tall: of an 
appeal to the privy council, in which 
ultimate control of the university is 
vested, to cancel the degrees. 
Worse things are whispered in the 
general agita'ion, the short and ugly

Whether intended for breeding hogs 
or for fattening hogs, it is better at 
his time of the year to mix the slop 
up with hot instead of cold water 
Fattening hogs handle large quanti- 
ies of feed and considerable energy 
s given off in the process of digestion 
which can be used for warming feed 
^ Inch is eaten without much waste, 
md yet even fattening hogs do better 
f their slop is warmed. 
A great many of our hest feeders, 
ays the Farm, Stock and Home, now 
make it a practice to feed slop or at 
least considerable water up until the 
very last of the feeding process, and 
he majority of them warm the water 
hey use. 
Warm 
water 
helps 
to 
break down the feed better, and it in- 
luces a better circulation of blood. 
to the digestive tract than does cold 
water. 
Breeding stock that gets less 
feed has no surplus energy to spend 
n warming water, and if it i9 given 
cold slop, it must use energy that 
might be put to far better use to 
warm it. 
In other words, it is cheap 
or to use natural fuel than to use the 
fuel inside of the pig s body by the 
breaking down of food nutrients. 
One of the great difficulties alway; 
encountered with breeding sows dur 
Ing the winter is to get them to drink 
sufficient water. 
They should drink 
a great deal of it, not alone because 
they need it for body functions, hut 
also that they will be kept satisfied 
without eating so much dry feed as to 
make them overfat. 
Water fills with­ 
out furnishing many nutrients. 
Under ordinary conditions, as poor. 
as water begins to get real cold, hogs 
refuse to drink much of it, and so 
they require a larger ration of other 
feed before they are satisfied. 
If or 
the other hand the water is warmed 
and is mixed in sufficient quantity 
with their feed they will take it into 
their systems without 
the 
slightest 
objections and will be much better off 
for it. 
The feed bill will also be smaller at 
the same time. 
Whether the slop is 
warmed for fattening stock 
or 
not, 
we would certainly advise that it he 
for the breeding stock.

herd is small, it is often feasible

SECURING STAND OF ALFALFA 


Excellent Argument Presented in Fa­ 
vor of Spring Seeding W ith Oats 
as Nurse Crop. 


A seven-acre field of alfalfa on the 
Ohio state university farm, at Colum­ 
bus, presents a good argument in fa­ 
vor of spring seeding, with oats as a 
nurse crop. 
This field was seeded I 
April ll , at a rate of 15 pounds of 
alfalfa and a bushel of oats per acre, 
both sown in the grain drill at the 
same operation. On July 15 the oats 
were cut for hay, m aking a yield of 
a little over a ton and a half per 
acre. 
By September IO the alfalfa 
was ; 
ready for the first cutting, and the 
yield of field-cured hay on the seven 
acres was 18,380 pounds, or a little 
over nine tons. 
It is rather unusual 
to secure a crop of hay the first sea- 
son after seeding, but good seed prep- ( 
aration and favorable weather cond!- |I 
tions this past summer are partly ac- j 
countable for this excellent stand. 
The field, which is level and well 
drained, was in potatoes 
in 1910. , 
That fall it was sown to rye. which |

plowed 
under

spring and the land planted to corn. ( 
Last 4all this corn ground was plowed 
with a deep tilling* machine, and left 
for the winter.
